Mr. Wood gave me the cheques on Saturday for Miss Holding; Fred and 
myself, and I distributed them accordingly. 

Mr. de Lagerberg was in on Friday, and as Mr..Wood wrote you, asked 
me for some more paper. 

I spend my mornings pasting newspaper clippings for the most part, 
end in the afternoon, give my time to the library, At present collating 
some of the bound volumes under AIDS.
